2.  Secondly,  we  have  Kore  an 
example  of  precisely  the  opposite 
sort,  namely  of  that  fixed  deter- 
mination to  do  evil  which  is  un- 
shaken by  the  clearest  knowledge 
that  it  is  ovil. 

Judas  heard  his  crime  in  its  own 
ugly  reality,  lie  heard  his  fate 
proclaimed  by  lips  of  absolute  love 
and  truth  ; and  notwithstanding 
both,  ho  comes  unmoved  and  un- 
shaken with  his  question.  The 
dogged  dolorminalion  in  the  man.t 
that  dares  to  see  his  evil  stripped 
nased  and  is  -'not  a#6*” 


| more  we  shall  distrust  our  own 
ability  and  our  own  faithfulness. 

Therefore,  dear  brethren,  look- 
ing upon  all  the  evil  that  is  around 
ur  and  conscious  in  some  measure

arovidential  eireumstaneos,  and

its  condition  and  needs  before  the 
peoplo  in  tho  Sword  and  Trowel. 
In  connection  with  tho  instruction 
of  these  children,  Mr.  Spurgeon 
says:  “In  dibbling  beans,  the  old 
practice  was  to  to  put  threo  in  each 
hole  ; ono  fir  tho  worm,  one  tor 
the  crow,  and  one  to  live  and  pro- 
duce the  crop.  In  teaching  chil- 
dren, we  must  give  line  upon  line 
and  precept  upon  pie, pep',  repeat- 
ing the  truth  which  wo  ".'on  Id  in 
culcate,  till  it  becomes  impnssii-  c 
for  the  child  to  forgot  it.  \Ve  may 
well  give  the  lesson  once,  expect 
ing  the  child’s  frail  memory  to  lose 


heat,  motion  and  electricity,  are 
all — the}  tell  us— various  forms  aud 
phases  of  one  force.  Just  as  doc- 
tors will  tell  you  that  there  are 
loi  ms  of  disease  which  slip  from 
one  kind  of  sickness  into  another, 
so,  if  wo  have  got  tile  infection 
about  us,  it  is  a matter  very  much 
of  accidental  circumstances  what 
shape  it  takes.  And  no  man  with 
a human  heart  is  safe  in  pointing 
to  any  sin,  and  saying,  “That  form 
of  transgression  I reckon  alien  to 
myself.” 

And  then  let  me  remind  you, 
too,  that  the  same  consideration  is 
reinforced  by  the  olhot  fact,  that 
all  sin  is,  if  1 may  so  say,  gregari- 
ous ; it  is  apt  not  only  to  slip  from 
one  form  into  another,  but  that 
any  evil  is  apt  to  draw  auother  af- 
lei  It.  TfiJ  Uagleif'misi  of* sin  Is 
like  one  tkoee  great  Denis  Of 
seaweed  that  you  sometimes  come 
across  upon  tbe  ocean,  all  hanging 
together  by  a thousand  slimy 
growths  ; which,  if  lifted  from  the 
wave  at  any  point,  drags  up  yards 
of  it  inextricably  grown  together. 
No  man  commits  only  one  kind  of 
transgression.  All  sins  hunt  m 
couples.  According  to  tho  grim 
picture  of  the  Old  '’Testament, 
about  another  matter,  “Nona  of 
them  shall  want  his  mate.”  ’The 


| knew  better  than  they  did  ; and  so, 
| from  an  humble  knowledge  of  what 
] lav  in  them,  coiled  and  slumbering, 
; hut  there,  they  will  not  rneul  his 
words  with  a contradiction,  hut 
j with  a question. 

His  answer  spares  the  betrayer, 
land  lets  the  dread  work  in  their 
! consciences  for  a little  longer,  tor 
i their  good.  For  many  hands  dip- 
| pud  111  the  dish  together,  to  moist- 
I en  their  morsels;  and  to  suy,  “Ho 
! that  dippclh  with  me  in  the  dish,

Then  comes  the  second  stage. 
Judas,  reassured  that  he  had  cs- 
I taped  detection  for  tho  moment, 

Iand  perhaps  doubting  whether  the 
Master  had  anything  more  than  a 
vague  suspicion  of  treachery.  •»*• 
1.0-  *4ra  traitor,  shapes 
his  lying  lips  with  loathsome  au- 
dacity into  the  samo  question,  but 
yet  not  quite  tbe  same.  Tho  oth- 
ers had  said,  “Is  it  I,  Lord?”  He 
falters  when  he  comes  to  that 
name,  and  dare  not  say,  “Lord!” 
That  sticks  in  his  throat.  "Rabbi” 
is  as  tar  as  he  can  get.  “Is  it  1,” 
Rabbi?”  Christ’s  answer  to  him, 
"Thou  hast  said,”  Is  another  in- 
stance of  patient  long-suffering.  It 
was  evidently  a whisper  that  did 
not  reach  the  ears  of  any  of  the 
others,  for  he  leaves  the  room 
without  suspicion.  Our  Lord  still 
tries  to  save  him  from  lumsell  by 
showing  J udas  that  his  purpose  is 
known,  and  by  still  concealing  his 
name. 

Then  comes  tho  third  stage, 
which  we  owe  to  John’s  gospel. 
Here  again  lie  is  true  to  his  task 
of  supplementing  the  narrative  of 
the  three  synoptic  gospels.  Re- 
membering wlial  I have  said  about 
the  attitude  nt  the  disciples  at  tho 
table,  we  can  understand  that  Ro- 
tor, it  ho  occupied  the  principal 
place,  at  the  Lord’s  loft,  was  less 
favorably  situated  for  speaking  to 
Christ  than  John,  who  reclines  in 
tho  second  seat  at  his  right.  And 
so  lie  beckoned  over  tho  Master’s 
hand  to  .John.  Tho  revised  ver- 
sion gives  the  force  of  the  original 
more  vividly  than  the  Authorized 
does:  “lie,  leaning  back  as  he 
was,  on  Jesus’  breast,  saith  unto 
him.  Lord,  who  is  it?”  John, 
witli  a oaturul  movement,  bends

Now  most  ni<-ii  turn  nway  from 
even  the  sins  they  are  willing  to 
do,  when  they  are  put  plainly  and 
bluntly  before  them.  As  an  old 
modiicval  preacher  once  said  : 
“There  is  nothing  that  is  weakor 
than  the  devil  stripped  naked.” 
By  which  ho  meant  oxactly  this  — 
that  wo  have  to  dress  wrong  in 
some  fantastic  costumo  or  other,  so 
as  to  hide  its  native  uglinoss  in  or- 
der to  tempt  men  to  do  it.  So  wo 
have  two  sets  of  names  for  wrong 
things  ; one  of  which  wo  apply  to 
our  brethren’s  sins,  and  the  other 
to  the  same  sins  in  ourselves. 

What  I do  i* “imprudence;  ’ what 
I do  is  “sowing  my  wild  oats  ;” 
what  you  do  is  “immorality  and 
dissipation  ;”  what  I do  is  gener- 
ous “living,”  wlmt  you  do  is 
“drunkenness”  aud  “gluttony;” 
what  yon  do  is  “passionate  ungcr.” 
And  so  you  in  ay  go  through  the 
whole  round  of  evil.  Very  had 
Hre  the  men  who  can  look  at  their 
dood  in  its  own  inhorentdoformity 
and  yet  say  : -“Yes,  that  is  it,  and 
I am  going  to  do  it.”  “One  of  you 
shall  betray  mo.”  “Yes!  I will 
betray  you  !”  It  must  have  taken 
something  to  look  into  the  Mas- 
ter’s faco  and  keep  the  fixed  pur- 
pose steady. 

Now  1 want  you  'o  think,  dear 
friends  of  this,  that  that 
obstinate  condition  and  dog- 
ged dtormination  to  do  wrong 
thing,  knowing  it.  to  bo  a 
wrong  thing,  is  a condition  to 
which  all  evil  readily  tends.  We 
may  not  como  to  it  in  this  world,  1 
do  not  know  that  men  ever  do  whol- 
ly  ; hut  we  are  all  gotting  toward 
it  as  regard  the  special  wrong 
deeds  and  desires  which  we  choriah 
and  commit.  And  when  ji  maul 
has  oTTCe  reached  the  pointer  ’say-, 
ing  to  ovil,  “Be  thou  my  good,” 
thon  he  is  “a  devil”  in  the  true 
meaning  of  the  word;  and  wher- 
ever ho  is,  ho  is  in  hell  ! And  tho 


Mr.  Jones  has  great  powcj  of  ridi- 
cule and  sarcasm.  Ho  avails  him- 
self of  the  risible  faculties  oi  his 
his  bearers,  and  makes  them  laugh 
— at  least  the  most  of  them.  Peo- 
ple love  to  laugh.  “Man  is  a laugh- 
ing animal.”  The  sarcasm  of  Mr. 
Jones  is  not  polished,  but  rough 
and  excoriating.  Everyone  wants 
to  see  who  is  the  subject  he  choos- 
es to  dissect.  In  addition  to  all 
this  there  is  Mr.  Jones’  wit,  humor 
fun,  drollery, making  tho  amusing 
element  in  him  very  large.  Take 
this  element  from  him  and  he  will 
no  longer  bo  what  he  is.  No  long- 
er would  the  fashionable  say  “it  is 
better  to  hear  Jones  than  to  go  to 
the  theatre.”  They  wish  amuse- 
ment and  they  go  where  they  can 
find  it. 

Very  great  responsibilities  rest 
upon  Mr.  JoDes.  As  thousands 
hang  on  his  lips,  who  do  not  hear 
! other  preachers,  it  is  specially  in- 
cumbent on  him  to  give  them  a* 
much  of  the  gospel  as  possible, 
j He  ought  above  all  things  to  tell 
; his  hearers  how  they  can  he  saved 
j through- Jesus  Christ.  He  should 
i let  sinners  know  that  their  hearts 
j must  ho  broken  asunder  With  eor- 
j row  on  account  of  their  personal 
sins,  that  they  must  feel  os  did 
I the  publican  when  ho  said.  “God 
j bo  merciiul  to  me  a sinner.”  That 
I they  must  give  bp  all  other  depen- 
j denco  and  accept  Christ  as  the  on- 
! ly  Savior,  and  find  tho  rest  ho 
I promised  to  tlioso  who  labor  and 
! are  heavy  laden.”  All  tins.  too. 

] before  they  think  of  joining  any 
church. 

This  seems  to  be  tho  age  of 
ovangelists,  so-callod.  We  should 


•induct.  This  accords  with  philos- 
ophy, common  sense  and  theology. 

By  tho  way,  Mr.  Jonos  does  not 
fancy  theology.  He  says,  “I  hate 
theology,  hut  I love  religion.” 
This  statement  is  rather  wild  and 
reckloss.  Theology  is  “the  science 
which  treats  of  the  existence, 
nature,  and  attributes  ot  God,  his 
relation  to  men,”  etc,  and  this  is  a 
strange  thing  for  a preacher  to 
hate.  It  is  charitable  to  bolieve 
that  Mr.  Jones  attaches  some  other 
to  the  term  theology. 


In  Christ  there  are  not  only 
me  excellencies  in  a superlative 
igree,  but  human  nature  lias  in 
s character  its  final  and  absolute 
implotoness  ; so  that  the  moral 
forts  of  all  ages  to  the  end  of  the 
orld  can  only  bo  efforts  to  roal- 
o the  character  which  Christ’s 
fe  represents. — Goldwin  Smith.

Mr.  Jones  did  not  require 
the  persons  who  gave  him  the 
hand  to  profess  repentance  and 
faith!  that  is,  that  they  had  re- 
pented and  believed  in  Christ, 
but  they  were  called  on  to  express 
their  purpose  to  servo  God  in  the 
future,  Tbero  had  been  no 
“inquiry  meetings,”  such  as  Mr. 
Moody  holds  and  attaches  great 
importance  to.  There  has  been 
very  little  prayer  for  “anxious 
souls.”  Indeed  I am  obliged  to 
say  that  I nevor  knew  a nine  days’ 
meeting  in  which  there  was  so 
little  prayer,  though  Mr.  Jonos 
said  a great  deal  about  prayer. 
Now  my  chief  objection  to  the 
ooano  pursued  is  tbie,  that  per- 
sons without  what  is  asnely  celled 
“a  change  of  heart”  could  do  all 
that  was  requited  in  joining  “some 
church.”  They  would  have  beon 
ready  to  join  tho  Mothodists  “on 
probation,”  if  the  Genoral  Con-

or  three  considerations  that  should 
abate  a man’s  confidonco  that  any- 
thing which  one  man  has  done  it 
is  impossible  that  he  should  do.

The  three  evangel- 
ists give  us  two  of  these;  John 
alone  omits  these  two,  and  alone 
^ives  us  the  third. 

First,  we  have  the  question  horn 
of  a glimpse  into  tho  possibilities 
of  evil  in  their  hearts,  “Lord,  is 
it  I ' 

The  form  of  that  question  in  the 
original  suggests  that  the)  expect- 
ed a negative  answer,  and  it  might 
ho  reproduced  in  English, — “Sure- 
ly, it  is  not  I.”  None  of  them 
could  think  that  ho  was  the  trait- 
or, yot  none  of  them  could  bo  sure 
that  he  was  not.  Their  Master 


ed  as  converts  in  t his  meetings 
know  nothing  of  that  great  change 
which  the  Savior  referred  to  as 
being  “born  again.”  But  I will 
be  thought  behind  the  age.  This 
may  be,  and  yet  my  views  may  be 
in  accord  wiintbosoof  the  apostol- 
ic age. 

Mr.  Jones  has  a great  power  to 
draw  persons  of  all  classes  to  his 
meeting*.  Those  who  have  never 
heard  him  aro,  of  course,  first  at- 
tracted by  curiosity,  and  alter  cu- 
nesity  Is  satisfied  there  is  some- 
thing that  interests  them.  Some 
aro  impressed  with  gospel  truth  as 


a young  preachor: 
If  your  text  had  had  the  small-

•ken  tho  infection.”  Evidenily 
r.  Jones  has  no  more  respect  for 
Jmiletic  rules  which  govern  the 
instruction  of  sermons  than  he
